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The  Story  of  the  Sheep. 

la  a  field  feeding  were  many  sheep:  one  of  the  sheep  was  very  strong; 
beyond  this  field  was  another  field  which  was  Dot  for  the  sheep  to  enter, 
rtittd  and  dirt  was  there,  buc  the  ground  was  covered  with  a  coat  of  earth 
which,  hid  the  mud,  and  the  coat  was  covered  with  grass  and  flowers.

Can  the 
n<»ng  of  angels  burst  from  the  lips  that  are  trying  to  beguile  in  the  path  of 
wioknessa  soul  from  God?  "Turn  from  your  sins,"  paid  God,  "then  shall 
forgivness  come  unto  you,  seek  the  lost  from  your  hand,  and  try  to  raise 
them  up  from  the  place  where  your  hand  threw  them,  seek  to  make  theni 
the  restitution  that  you  must.  The  laws  God  made  are  just  and  equal, 
how  stands  the  law  of  earth?  blood  flows,  man  lives  and  raises  his  head. 

A  simple  law  is  not  a  law  now.  Tell  me  sons  of  earth,  where  is  a  law 
enforced  as  God  intended  it  should  bp?  Earth  a  stillness  keeps,  for  earl  h 
has  wicked  grown,  and  the  voice  of  God  is  not  in  their  laws:  the  laws  of 
God  are  left  and  earth  awakes  the  wrath  of  heavens  righteous  King.

I  saw  at  the  head  of  the  army,  walking, 
the  form  of  a  man,  a  pure  beautiful  being,  an  angel,  the  son  of  God,  Adam, 
his  eyes  were  a  light  blue,  his  hair  black,  a  banner  was  held  over  his 
head,  the  law  of  God  his  Father,  the  old  Bible  pressed  close  to  bis  heart, 
he  was  clothed  in  white  with  sandals  on  his  feet. 

On  the  right  hand  side  of  him  was  a  man,  an  angel  with  a  trumpet  on 
the  other  side  of  him  was  a  man,  an  angel  with  a  sword,  behind  them 
the  heavenly  host  in  chariots  like  the  sunset  clouds  in  color.  The  host 
the  chariots  and  the  horses  were  like  a  beautiful  snnlit  glory.

And  I  will  work 
in  anger  and  in  wrath,  a  vengeance  against  the  Gentiles  that  they  have 
not  heard.

All  things  sprang  into  existence  when  word  was  given,  all 
things,  but  the  Almighty  had  a  beginning  created  even  the  heavens  we  see 
angels  coming  from  the  Gods.  Floating  in  this  clear  bright  river  was  the 
principal  for  the  making  of  all  the  worlds  which  nung  in  space.  In  their 
hands  tie  holy  angels  held  the  particles  placed  within  this  flowing  river 
from  the  nand  of  1-rod.

Came  tbe  world  this 
dark  spot  in  it.  tor  tne  leaf  had  quickening  life.  And  ti  is  tree  wa§  plant- 
e  i  where  tbe  gathering  waters  came:  tnen  Was  formed  tbe  great  quiver- 
ing burning  as  they  came:  then  tu  sbo*  this  hideous  evil  tbat  its  power 
«"h.  tor  a  time,  where  corruption  gathered  came  tbis  quivering  striking 
■  ■  -rd,  and  tbe  earth  around  tbe  ilte  tree  moved  >n  space,  bearing  mutter- 
iog^  from  inn  bunting  of  the  filth  of  earth.  Turued  amauo  this  great
